On the 24th October, 1966, at about 4.00 P,M. information 
was received by Shri Jameel Mohammad Qurc?^hi, Superin’ 
londcnt of Police that d'acoit Nathi along with his accomplices 
was hiding in the Jowar fields of village Chorpura, near 
Morena. The dacoits were also repented to have a kidnapped 
person with them. Shri Qureshi immediately set out for 
Chorpura with the available pohee force. He left the force 
at some distance from the hiding place of the dacoits and 
proceeded alone to reconnoitre the area. Afterwards he led 
(he force in an encounter which resulted in shooting down of 
-same of the ditcoits. Later at night the remaining d'acolts 
entrenched themselves in the fields and from there opened a 
barrage of fire on the Police parly with automatic and -303 
ritlcs. Shri Quteshi got the area lit with search lights and 
after reorganising the force laid a close cordon round the 
dacoits. fie tlien crawled to a distance of fifteen yard^ in 
order to got a more advantageous position ^nd to seal tlic 
escape route d£ the dacoits. In this move lie was separated 
from the remaining Police party.

.slaughter agitation, Ihc demonstrators became violent and 
indulged in. arson and assault on police nien on duty. As a 
result the Police had to resort to firing. A section of these 
demonstrators numbering about 4,000 while retreating con- 
verged on, the Oole Post Ofiice, New Delhi, They set one 
of the mail vans and some records of the Post Office on fire. 
Sub-Inspector Darshan Singh and a few constables were 
nished to the Post Office ifrom the Mandir Marg Police 
Station. Shri Darshan Singh challenged the rioters and 
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prevented them from setting fire to the building of the Posi 
Ofilce, The rioters threw stones at Shri Darshim Singh and 
al?o hit him with lathis. In spite of this Shri D'arshan Singh 
continued to grapple witli Itic aggressive and riotous mob and 
ultimately succeeded in pushing them away but soon, after he 
fell down unconscious on account of the severe injuries he 
hud sustained including compound fractures of both the 
bones of his right leg. 

Shri Darshan Singh displayed exemplary couirago and devo- 
tion to duty in utter disregard of his personal safety and by 
hiji gallant resistance saved Government records and pro- 
perty worth lakhs of rupees from destruction,.
